PREFACE. 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Health 
Department  for  the  year  ending  3lst  December,  1956,  This  is  my  first  Annual 
Report  since  I took  up  office  as  youj?  Medical  Officer  of  Health  on  the 
1st  October  last. 

The  number  of  registered  live  births  for  the  year  was  fifty-five,  a 
decrease  of  five  on  the  figure  for  the  previous  year.  Three  of  these  ^^rere 
illegitimate^  There  was  only  one  stillbirth  registered.  Two  infants  died 
under  the  ago  of  twelve  months.  There  \^ere  no  maternal  deaths  as  a result  of 
childbirth. 

The  nimber  of  registered  deaths  was  eighty-one,  a decrease  of  ten  on 
the  figure  for  1955*  TbArty-six  people  died  of  heart  disease,  cancer  accounted 
for  ten  deaths,  and  vascular  lesions  of  the  nervous  system  (strokes)  for  nine. 

There  were  four  fatal  accidents,  one  of  them  involving  a motor  vehicle.  One 
death  only  was  due  to  Tuberculosis,  but  eight  now  cases  of  Tuberculosis  were 
notified  during  the  year.  Five  of  these  were  over  the  age  of  35  years.  It  is 
quite  remarkable  that  no  cases  were  notified  as  suffering  from  any  other 
infectious  disease. 

A more  detailed  account  of  the  work  of  the  department  will  be  found  in 
the  ensuing  pages.  One  notes,  with  some  satisfaction^  that  progress  was  made  with 
water  schemes  in  the  Districto  I sincerely  hope  that  we  shall  be  able  to  proceed 
with  plans  for  sewerage  disposal  in  some  of  our  villages  in  the  near  futTire. 

•i^n  adequate  supply  of  wholosomo  water  and  a satisfactory  sev/erage  disposal  system 
are  essential  factors  in  safeguarding  the  health  of  the  public. 
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The  Riblic  Heo.lth  Inspector’s  report  on  the  Housing  Survey  carried 
out  in  the  parish  of  Llanddeui  Brefi  is  of  great  interest.  It  shows  that 
a large  nunbcr  of  dwellings  are  in  need  of  improvenent  and  repair.  It  is 
gratifying  to  note  that  many  ov/nors  are  taking  advantage  of  the  Inprovenents 
Grant  Scheme  for  improving  their  properties,  thus  preventing  many  houses  from 
becoming  unfit  for  human  habitation.  It  is  to  bo  regretted  that  the  building 
of  new  Council  houses  has  been  temporarily  stopped  as  the  result  of  restrictions 
on  capital  investments, 

I wish  to  thanlc  you,  Mr,  Chairman  and  Members,  for  the  kind  welcome 
you  extencVml  ':o  mo  on  my  talcing  up  appointment  as  your  Medical  Officer  of  Health, 
I wish  to  w.  hato  that  the  Clerk  to  the  Council  and  the  Public  Soalth  Inspector 
have  given  me  every  assistance  in  the  performance  of  my  duties.

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GEITOiL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  IN  THE  /iRE/k. 

These  provisions  are  essentially  the  sane  as  in  the  year  1955* 

They  are  briefly  as  follows 

(a)  No  anto~natal  or  post-natal  clinic  is  held  in  the  district  by  the  local 
health  antiiority.  Expectant  and  nursing  mothers  receive  medical  advice 
frm  their  own  medical  attendants, 

(b)  An  infant  welfare  clinic  attended  by  a nodical  officer  of  the  local  health 
authority  is  held  at  Tregaron  once  a fortnight, 

(c)  The  domiciliary  midwifery  service  is  carried  out  by  the  district  nurse  who 
is  also  a State  Certified  Midwife, 

(d)  A health  visitor  is  resident  at  Pont  Llanio  and  her  area  covers  the  greater 
part  of  the  Rural  District, 

(e)  Hone  nur,  :J.ng  is  in  the  hands  of  the  district  nurse, 

(f)  Vaccination  is  carried  out  by  the  person’s  own  nodical  attendant  but 
immunisation  against  diphtheria  is  performed  partly  by  the  former  and 
partly  by  medical  officers  of  the  local  health  autliority, 

(g)  No  ambulance  is,  at  present,  stationed  at  Tregaron,  The  district  is 
covered  by  the  Aberystvgrth  and  Lampeter  stations  of  the  Ambulance  Seinrice, 

(h)  Arrangements  for  the  prevention  of  illness  consist  in  periodic  talks  and 
advice  given  by  medical  officers  and  the  health  visitor  of  the  local  health 
authority.  Care  and  after-care  are  in  the  hands  of  the  district  nurse  and 
of  the  health  visitor.  Tuberculosis  casos  are  also  followed  up  by  the 
Chest  Physician’s  health  visitor, 

(i)  Domestic  help  is  provided  by  suitable  persons  engaged  locally, 

(j)  The  town  of  Aberystwyth,  18  miles  distant  from  the  town  of  Tregaron  is 
the  centre  upon  i^hich  the  principal  general  hospital  in  the  county,  the 
infectious  diseases’  hospital,  the  maternity  home  and  the  Medical  Research 
Council’s  Area  Public  Health  Laboratory  are  based.

PREFACE 


It  gives  me  great  pleasure  to  submit  my  report  for  the  year  ended 
31st  December,  1956, 

A factor  which  greatly  influenced  the  work  of  the  Council  during  the 
year  was  the  continuation  of  the  Government’s  restriction  on  capital  expenditure. 
This,  together  with  the  high  rate  of  interest  on  loons,  created  financial 
difficulties  and  prevented  the  Council  planning  further  progressive  schemes. 

No  new  council  houses  were  built  and  the  only  major  scheme  commenced  was  the 
water  scheme  in  Llanddewi  Brefi, 

Work  commenced  on  the  water  scheme  at  Llanddewi  Brefi,  which  will 
augment  the  existing  supply  and  increase  the  pressure  by  means  of  a new  pumping 
installation  and  a 36,000  gallon  reservoir  together  with  new  water  mains  in  that 
part  of  the  village  not  served  by  the  existing  scheme.  The  scheme  to  augment 
the  supply  at  Tregaron  by  pumping  from  Glanbrenig  was  completed  during  the  year, 
and  this  should  ensure  an  adequate  supply  of  water  in  Tregaron,  Two  other 
water  schemes,  at  Llundainfach  and  Ysbytty  Ystwyth,  were  completed.  It  will 
therefore  be  seen  that  there  was  considerable  progress  in  providing  piped  water 
supplies  throughout  the  area. 

Unfortunately  the  same  cannot  bo  said  of  sewerage  schemes.  No  village 
in  the  district  has  a proper  sewerage  system  and  means  of  disposal  and  the  Council 
is  again  urged  to  consider  and  carry  out  suitable  schemes.

ACTION  UNDER  THE  HOUSING  ACTSi- 

(a)  Representations  of  Unfit  Houses  etc:  One  representation  was  made  under 
the  Housing  Act,  193^,  in  respect  of  a house  unfit  for  human  habitation,  the  hou 
being  Cefngarth  Isaf,  Llanddewi  Brefi, 

A verbal  undertaking  was  accepted  following  informal  action  in  respect 
of  Nos, 5 and  6 High  Street,  Tregaron,  and  these  houses  were  later  converted  into 
one  modern  buijgalow, 

(b)  Acceptance  from  Owners  of  Undertaking  not  to  leb Unfit  Dwellings; 

Four  Undertakings  not  to  lot  unfit  houses  after  vacation  were  accepted  from  the 
owners  of  the  following  houses:  Nos.l  and  2 Pengraig  Cottages,  Tregaronj 
Nos.l  and  2,  Gwarewm,  Pontrhydygroes. 

(c)  Demolition;  One  house,  Efail  Fach,  Penuwch,  whose  owner  had  previously 
undertaken  not  to  let  it,  was  demolished  by  the  owner, 

ACTION  UNDER  THE  PUBLIC  ISALTH  ACT;  In  addition  to  dealing  with  grossly  unfit 
properties  many  items  of  disrepair  were  dealt  with  by  verbal  intimation  to  the 
owner, 

HOUSING  SURVEY;  Section  1 of  the  Housing  Repairs  and  Rents  Act,  1954>  required 
Local  Authorities  to  submit  to  the  Minister  proposals  for  dealing  with  unfit 
houses.  Although  the  Council  appointed  a full  time  enumerator  to  assist  in 
carrying  out  a survey  of  houses  in  this  district,  the  survey  has  not  been 
completed  owing  to  (a)  the  resignation  of  the  person  originally  appointed,  and 
(b)  the  seconding  of  the  enumerator  subsequently  appointed  to  duties  as  Clerk  of 
Works  on  the  Llanddewi  Brefi  Water  Scheme,  However,  following  another  request 
by  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government,  the  Survey  was  completed  in  one 
one  parish,  viz,  the  Parish  of  Llanddewi  Brefi,  and  the  results  were  as  follows:

Although  the  Council  submitted  to  the  Minister  a,n  estimated  nmber  of 
unfit  houses,  i.e,  300,  the  total  number  of  unfit  houses  in  the  district  may  be 
somewhat  less  when  the  complete  housing  survey  figures  are  available. 


The  Council  also  estimated  that  they  would  deal  with  50  unfit  houses  in 
the  first  five  years,  as  from  September  1955.  It  will  be  seen  that  by  formal  and 
informal  action,  the  latter  being  cliiofly  by  means  of  assistance  by  giving 
improvement  grants,  the  Council  have  already  dealt  v/ith  14  grossly  unfit  houses. 

It  nay  therefore  be  said  that  satisfactory  action  is  being  talcen  to  deal  with 
unfit  houses  in  the  district.

INFECTIOUS  DISEASE  AND  DISIMECTION, 

Visits  were  paid  to  a number  of  houses  follo\jing  notifications  that  persons 
suffering  from  infectious  disease  had  been  admitted  to  hospital  etc.,  and  in 
appropriate  cases  steps  vrere  taken  to  disinfect  the  promises,  clothing,  etc, 

DISIIiFESTATION. 


A small  number  of  houses  were  disinfested  at  the  request  of  omers  or 
occupiers.  In  no  case  vras  there  evidence  of  serious  infestation,  tho  requests 
! normally  being  made  after  houses  had  become  vacant  from  various  causes,

1 MEAT  AND  OTHER  FOODS  INSPECTION. 

Generali  There  were  no  specific  complaints  in  relation  to  any  food  or  food 
premises  in  tho  area.  Numerous  routine  visits  were  paid  to  shops  and  other  food 
promises  and  regular  visits  were  paid  to  slaughterhouses  and  butchers’  shops  for 
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neat  inspection  purposes.  Details  of  visits  to  slaughterhouses,  concl.emnation 
of  foods  etc,  are  given  below:- 

Food  Hyfdene  Rer^ulations , 1955-56;  These  regulations  were  a^welcone  aiiimendment 
and  addition  to  existing  legislation  on  natters  connected  with  the  handling, 
preparation  etc,  of  food  and  should  bo  of  great  assistance  in  the  effort  to 
secure  nore  satisfactory  premises  and  methods  of  dealing  with  food,  Althoagh.  in 
the  year  under  review  it  was  found  impossible  to  devote  sufficient  time  to  the 
natter  it  is  anticipated  tliat  a general  survey  of  all  food  promises  will  be  made 
in  the  near  future. 

Ice  Cream;  There  are  no  promises  within  the  Tregaron  Rural  District  whox-o  ico- 
cream  is  manufactured,  but  ten  promises  are  registered  under  Section  l6  of  the 
Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1955  for  the  storage  and  sale  of  ico-cream, 

ilillc:  ■ There  are  only  two  distributors  of  nillc,  as  defined,  \mLthin  the  area, 
though  a number  of  producers  also  retail  millc  near  their  farms. 

Unsound  Food;  The  following  foodstuffs  were  found  on  inspection  to  bo  unfit  for 
human  consumption  and  were  voluntarily  surrendered  for  disposal  (condemned  food 
is  normally  disposed  of  by  burying) :-

Rodent  Control  has  considerably  improved  since  tliis  work  has  boon 
co.rried  out  as  part  of  the  duties  of  the  Council’s  Maintenance  Workman, 

There  were  no  serious  infestations  of  rats  or  nice  but  the  premises 
found  to  be  infested,  either  after  complaint  or  survey,  x^ere  suitably  treated. 

The  refuse  tips  at  Ystrad  Meuriy  and  Tyndonen  were  regularly  baited, 

REFUSE  DISPOSAL 

Refuse  collection  is  carried  out  either  weekly  or  fortnightly  in  all  the 
larger  villages  and  hamlets.  The  collection  is  undortolccn  by  a contractor  and 
the  refuse  disposed  of  by  controlled  tipping  at  two  refuse  tips|  one  at  Tyndonen, 
Tregaron,  and  the  other  at  Ystrad  Meurig, 

pLoports  were  submitted  during  the  year  on  the  unsatisfactory  condition 
of  the  refuse  tip  at  Ystrad  Meurig,  a.nd  it  is  hoped  tliat  it  will  be  improved 
considerably  in  the  near  future, 

FACTORIES  ACT,  1937, 

There  were  22  factories  as  defined  in  the  Act  witliin  the  Rural  District, 
all  of  which,  with  the  exception  of  the  MiHc  Marketing  Board’s  premises  at  Pont 
Llanio,  were  very  small  concerns  employing  only  one  or  two  people.  Twenty— one 

of  these  factories  were  "factories  with  power"  and  one  x>ras  a "factory  without 
power". 
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WATER  SUPPLIES. 


General;  All  the _ larger  villages  and  some  liaralets  in  the  Rural  District  are 
provided  vdth  a piped  water  supply.  The  following  places  are  provided  \dth  a 
supply  from  Council  mains;  Lland.lewi  Brefi,  Trc^garon,  Llangeitho,  Llwynoroes , 

'^twyth,  Pontrliylfoncligad^rchydijalor:',  Tyngrciig 


Although  it  was  Imown  that  on  the  1st  April,  1957,  the  new 
^digansliire  Water  Board  would  talce  over  all  v/ater  supply  responsibilities, 

steady  progress  was  maintained  in  completing  proposed  schemes  etc, 

Treg;aron;  Work  on  the  now  pumi>-houso  at  Glaaibronig  \-7as  completed  diraing 

the  year.  Although  the  pumps  were  very  little  used  during  the 
year  it  is  anticipated  they  will  bo  essential  in  dry  vreather  if 
a satisfactory  supply  of  water  is  to  be  maincaincd, 

Ll^ddewi  Brofjj.  Work  comienced^  on_  the  scheme  to  augment  the  supply  and  increase 
pressure  by  building  a new  spring  char.iber  and  pump— house  at 
Dolgam  and  a new  reservoir  of  36,000  [jallons  capacity  at  a 
^ghor  level.  The  scheme  was  not  completed  during  the  year  but 
it  is  anticipated  tha.t  it  will  be  completed  about  Ilarch  1957« 

Ysbytty  Ystwyth;  The  scheme  for  supplying  water  to  the  village  from  springs  at 

Pantychwarel  Farm  yas  completed. 


Llundainfach; 


As  no  suitable  source  a.ppeared  to  be  near  tiiis  hamlet  it  was 
decided  to  obtain  vrater  from  the  Aberayron  Rural  District 
Council’s  mains  at  Ta.lsarn,  Tliis  scheme  wa.s  conuleted  during 
the  year. 


Pontrhvdfondn.r 


id; The  Pumping  Plant  at  Pontrhydfciidigaid  was  completelyrearrangedo 
A shed  was  provided,  a now  electric  pump  installed,  the  old  pur.ip 
being  used  an  a stand— by  in  ca.so  of  failure.  The  pipes  leading 
to  the  water  mains  were  renciired  and  increased  in  size  and  a 
nembor  of  vaives  provided.  After  the  completion  of  the  work 
it  was  lound  that  not  only  was  the  water  supply  to  ■ 
Pontrhydfondigaid  considerably  improved  but  the  cost  of 
electricity  for  puiaping,  which  was  previously  about  £100  per 
annum,  has  boon  reduced  by  about  60% 


Sw/ddf fynnp. ■ ; The  Council  approved  a scheme  for  supplying  xiater  to  the  village 

from  a source  at  Tynddraenon  Farm,  Swyddffynnon.  However, 
agreement  has  not  yen  been  reached  over  certain  rights  and 
conditions  proposed  by  the  omxQV  of  the  farm  and  this  has 
prevented  any  definite  progress.

Although  efforts  x-zere  made  to  locate  a suitable  source  a.t  Berth, 
irogaron,  samples  of  water  from  tliis  source  Xirere  unsatisfactory. 
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Private  Water  Supplies; 

The  Cardiganshire  Agricultural  Executive  Gor.mittoe  submitted  results  of 
analyses  of  water  from  nur-ierous  farms  ojid  the  Council  agreed  to  the  use  of  water 
for  dtxiestic  purposes  at  eleven  farms, 

BUILDUP, 


Council  Houses;  The  liig’h  rate  of  interest  on  loons  and  the  reduced  subsidy  on 
new  houses,  coupled  with  the  general  restrictions  on  co,pital  expenditure  has 
prevented  the  building  of  any  additional  houses.  The  total  nmber  of  council 
hoiises  in  the  area  is  94* 

Maintenance  of  Qouncil  Proipertiess  A considerable  improvement  has  been  effected 
in  general  maintenance  of  council  properties  find  nmy  items  of  repair  v;ero  dealt 
with  in  houses  and  other  property.  The  appointment  of  a temporary  painter 
enabled  many  houses  to  be  painted  for  the  first  time  since  they  were  erected, 
some  having  been  built  in  1949, 

Private  Dwellings;  Two  houses  and  four  bungalows  wore  completed  during  the  year 
making  a total  of  six  new  private  dwellings. 

Building  Byelaws;  Many  inspections  i/ere  carried  out  to  determine  whether  or  not 
the  requirements  of  the  Building  Byelaws  were  being  observed.  In  several 
instances  items  of  non-compliance  were  pointed  out  to  the  builders  concerned  and 
later  remedied. 

Plans  Approved;  Thirty-tv/o  plans  for  new  buildings  or  alterations  or  improvements 
to  existing  buildings  were  considered  and  approvedij  these  are  summarized  as

August  2nd,  1956  and  its  effect  is  t,o  change  the  designation  of  the  Sanitary 
Inspector  to  that  of  Public  Hea.lth  Inspector,  The  change  is  of  great 
significance  and  is  greatly  welcomed  as  there  should  be  fewer  misconceptions  of 
the  true  nature  of  a Public  Health  Inspector’s  duties.
